Section 1. Section 543B.1, Code 2017, is amended to read as3

follows:4

543B.1 License mandatory.5

A person shall not, directly or indirectly, with the6

intention or upon the promise of receiving any valuable7

consideration, offer, attempt, agree to perform, or perform any8

single act as a real estate broker constituting dealing in real9

estate as provided in section 543B.6, whether as a part of a10

transaction or as an entire transaction, or represent oneself11

as a real estate broker, broker associate, or salesperson12

licensee, without first obtaining a license and otherwise13

complying with the requirements of this chapter.14

Sec. 2. Section 543B.2, Code 2017, is amended to read as15

follows:16

543B.2 Individual licenses necessary Brokerage ownership.17

A partnership, association, corporation, professional18

corporation, or professional limited liability company19

brokerage shall not be granted a license, unless every member20

or officer of the partnership, association, corporation,21

professional corporation, or professional limited liability22

company brokerage who actively participates in the brokerage23

business of the partnership, association, corporation,24

professional corporation, or professional limited liability25

company brokerage services holds a license as a real estate26

broker or salesperson licensee, and unless every employee27

who acts as a salesperson licensee for the partnership,28

association, corporation, professional corporation, or29

professional limited liability company brokerage holds a30

license as a real estate broker or salesperson licensee. At31

least one member or officer of each partnership, association,32

corporation, professional corporation, or professional limited33

liability company shall be a real estate broker.34

Sec. 3. Section 543B.3, Code 2017, is amended to read as35
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follows:1

543B.3 Broker Brokerage services —— definition.2

As used in this chapter, “real estate broker” “brokerage3

services” means a person acting for on behalf of another person4

for a fee, commission, or other compensation or promise,5

whether it be for all or part of a person’s time, and who6

engages engaging directly or indirectly in any of the following7

acts:8

1. Sells Selling, exchanges exchanging, purchases9

purchasing, rents renting, or leases leasing real estate.10

2. Lists Listing, offers or offering, attempts attempting,11

or agrees agreeing to list, real estate for sale, exchange,12

purchase, rent, or lease.13

3. Advertises Advertising or holds holding oneself out14

as being engaged in the business of selling, exchanging,15

purchasing, renting, leasing, or managing real estate.16

4. Negotiates Negotiating, or offers offering, attempts17

attempting, or agrees agreeing to negotiate, the sale,18

exchange, purchase, rental, or lease of real estate.19

5. Buys Buying, sells selling, offers offering to buy or20

sell, or otherwise deals dealing in options on real estate or21

improvements on real estate.22

6. Collects Collecting, or offers offering, attempts23

attempting, or agrees agreeing to collect, rent for the use of24

real estate.25

7. Assists Assisting, referring, or directs directing in26

the procuring of prospects, intended to result in the sale,27

exchange, purchase, rental, or leasing of real estate.28

8. Assists Assisting or directs directing in the29

negotiation of any transaction intended to result in the sale,30

exchange, purchase, rental, or leasing of real estate.31

9. Prepares Preparing offers to purchase or purchase32

agreements, listing contracts, agency disclosures, real33

property residential and agricultural rental agreements, real34

property commercial rental agreements of one year or less, and35
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groundwater hazard statements, including any modifications,1

amendments, or addendums to these specific documents.2

Sec. 4. Section 543B.5, Code 2017, is amended to read as3

follows:4

543B.5 Other definitions.5

As used in this chapter, unless the context otherwise6

requires:7

1. “Agency” means a relationship in which a real estate8

broker licensee acts for or represents another by the other9

person’s express authority in a transaction.10

2. “Agency agreement” means a written agreement between a11

broker licensee and a client which identifies the party the12

broker licensee represents in a transaction.13

3. “Appointed agent” means that affiliated an associated14

licensee who is appointed by the designated broker of the15

affiliated associated licensee’s real estate brokerage agency16

to act solely for a client of that brokerage agency to the17

exclusion of other affiliated associated licensees of that18

brokerage agency.19

4. “Branch office” means a real estate broker’s office other20

than a brokerage located separately from the principal place21

of business of the brokerage.22

5. “Broker associate” means a person who has a broker’s23

license but licensee who is licensed under, and employed by24

or otherwise associated with, another a designated broker as25

a salesperson.26

6. “Brokerage” means the a business or occupation of a real27

estate broker entity offering brokerage services.28

7. “Brokerage agreement” means a contract between a broker29

brokerage and a client which establishes the relationship30

between the parties as to the brokerage services to be31

performed and contains the provisions required in section32

543B.56A.33

8. “Brokerage services” means those activities identified34

in sections 543B.3 and 543B.6.35
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9. 8. “Client” means a party to a transaction who has1

an agency a brokerage agreement with a broker brokerage for2

brokerage services.3

10. 9. “Customer” means a consumer who is not being4

represented by a licensee but for whom the licensee may perform5

ministerial acts.6

11. 10. “Designated broker” means a licensee designated7

by a real estate brokerage agency to act for the agency a8

brokerage in conducting real estate brokerage services.9

12. 11. “Inactive license” means either a broker or10

salesperson license certificate that is on file with the real11

estate commission in the commission office and during pursuant12

to which time the licensee is precluded from engaging in any of13

the acts of this chapter.14

13. “Licensee” means a broker or a salesperson licensed15

pursuant to this chapter.16

14. 12. “Listing” is means an agreement between a property17

owner or other authorized person and another a brokerage or18

other person in pursuant to which that person the brokerage or19

other person holds or advertises the property to the public as20

being available for sale or lease.21

15. 13. a. “Material adverse fact” means an adverse22

fact that a party indicates is of such significance, or that23

is generally recognized by a competent licensee as being of24

such significance to a reasonable party, that it affects or25

would affect the party’s decision to enter into a contract26

or agreement concerning a transaction, or affects or would27

affect the party’s decision about the terms of the contract or28

agreement.29

b. For purposes of this subsection, “adverse fact” means30

a condition or occurrence that is generally recognized by a31

competent licensee as resulting in any of the following:32

(1) Significantly and adversely affecting the value of the33

property.34

(2) Significantly reducing the structural integrity of35
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improvement to real estate.1

(3) Presenting a significant health risk to occupants of2

the property.3

16. 14. “Negotiate” means to act as an intermediary between4

the parties to a transaction, and includes any of the following5

acts:6

a. Participating in the parties’ discussion of the terms of7

a contract or agreement concerning a transaction.8

b. Completing, when requested by a party, appropriate forms9

or other written record to document the party’s proposal in a10

manner consistent with the party’s intent.11

c. Presenting to a party the proposals of other parties to12

the transaction and informing the party receiving a proposal of13

the advantages and disadvantages of the proposal.14

17. 15. “Party” means a person seeking to sell, exchange,15

buy, or rent an interest in real estate, a business, or a16

business opportunity. “Party” includes a person who seeks to17

grant or accept an option to buy, sell, or rent an interest in18

real estate.19

18. 16. “Person” means an individual, partnership,20

association, corporation, professional corporation, or21

professional limited liability company.22

17. “Real estate broker” or “broker” means a person who is23

licensed as a real estate broker pursuant to this chapter.24

18. “Real estate license” or “license” means a license25

issued pursuant to this chapter.26

19. “Real estate licensee” or “licensee” means the holder of27

a license issued pursuant to this chapter.28

20. “Real estate salesperson” or “salesperson” means a29

person who is licensed as a real estate salesperson pursuant30

to this chapter and who is employed by or otherwise associated31

with a brokerage as a selling, renting, or listing agent or32

representative of the brokerage.33

19. 21. “Regular employee” means a person whose34

compensation is fixed in advance, who does not receive a35
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commission, who works exclusively full-time for the owner of a1

brokerage, and whose total compensation is subject to state and2

federal withholding.3

20. “Salesperson” means a person who is licensed under, and4

employed by or otherwise associated with, a real estate broker,5

as a selling, renting, or listing agent or representative of6

the broker.7

21. 22. “Transaction” means the sale, exchange, purchase,8

or rental of, or the granting or acceptance of an option to9

sell, exchange, purchase, or rent an interest in real estate.10

Sec. 5. Section 543B.6, Code 2017, is amended to read as11

follows:12

543B.6 Acts constituting dealing in real estate.13

A person who, for another, in consideration of compensation,14

by fee, commission, salary, or otherwise, or with the intention15

or in the expectation or upon the promise of receiving or16

collecting a fee, does, offers or attempts or agrees to do,17

engages in or offers or attempts or agrees to engage in, either18

directly or indirectly, any single act or transaction contained19

in the definition of a real estate broker brokerage services as20

set out in section 543B.3, whether the act be is an incidental21

part of a transaction or the entire transaction is a real22

estate broker or real estate salesperson dealing in real estate23

within the meaning of this chapter.24

Sec. 6. Section 543B.7, subsection 5, paragraph a,25

subparagraphs (1) and (2), Code 2017, are amended to read as26

follows:27

(1) The auctioneer shall provide in any advertising the name28

and address of the real estate broker licensee who is providing29

brokerage services for the transaction and the name of the real30

estate broker brokerage, attorney, or closing company who is31

responsible for closing the sale of the property.32

(2) The real estate broker licensee providing brokerage33

services shall be present at the time of the auction and, if34

found to be in violation of this subsection, shall be subject35
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to a civil penalty of one thousand dollars.1

Sec. 7. Section 543B.7, subsection 5, paragraph c, Code2

2017, is amended to read as follows:3

c. If an investigation pursuant to this chapter reveals4

that an auctioneer has violated this subsection or has assumed5

to act in the capacity of a real estate broker or real estate6

salesperson licensee, the real estate commission shall issue7

a cease and desist order, and shall impose a civil penalty of8

one thousand dollars for the first offense, and impose a civil9

penalty of up to the greater of ten thousand dollars or ten10

percent of the real estate sales price for each subsequent11

violation.12

Sec. 8. Section 543B.15, subsections 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, and 9,13

Code 2017, are amended to read as follows:14

1. Except as provided in section 543B.20 an applicant for a15

real estate broker’s or salesperson’s license must be a person16

whose application has not been rejected for licensure in this17

or any other state within twelve months prior to the date of18

application, and whose real estate license has not been revoked19

in this or any other state within two years prior to date of20

application.21

2. To qualify for a real estate license as a real estate22

broker or salesperson a person shall be eighteen years of age23

or over. However, an applicant is not ineligible because of24

citizenship, sex, race, religion, marital status, or national25

origin, although the application form may require citizenship26

information.27

3. a. An applicant for a real estate broker’s or28

salesperson’s license who has been convicted of an offense29

specified in this subsection shall not be considered for30

licensure until the following time periods have elapsed31

following completion of any applicable period of incarceration,32

or payment of a fine or fulfillment of any other type of33

sentence:34

(1) For an offense which is classified as a felony, two35
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an offense including or involving forgery, embezzlement,1

obtaining money under false pretenses, theft, arson, extortion,2

conspiracy to defraud, or other similar offense, or any other3

offense involving a criminal breach of fiduciary duty, five4

years.5

(2) Notwithstanding subparagraph (1), for offenses6

including or involving forgery, embezzlement, obtaining money7

under false pretenses, theft, arson, extortion, conspiracy to8

defraud, or other similar offense, any offense involving moral9

turpitude, or other offense involving a criminal breach of10

fiduciary duty, five years. For any offense not described in11

subparagraph (1) involving moral turpitude, one year.12

b. After expiration of the time periods specified in13

paragraph “a”, an application shall be considered by the14

commission pursuant to subsection 6 and may be denied on the15

grounds of the conviction. An applicant may request a hearing16

pursuant to section 543B.19 in the event of a denial.17

c. For purposes of this section, “convicted” or “conviction”18

means a guilty plea, deferred judgment from the time of entry19

of the deferred judgment until the time the defendant is20

discharged by the court without entry of judgment, or other21

finding of guilt by a court of competent jurisdiction in this22

state, or in any other state, territory, or district of the23

United States, or in any foreign jurisdiction. A copy of the24

record of conviction is conclusive evidence of such conviction.25

4. An applicant for a real estate broker’s or salesperson’s26

license who has had a professional license of any kind revoked27

or suspended or who has had any other form of discipline28

imposed, in this or any other jurisdiction, may be denied a29

license by the commission on the grounds of the revocation,30

suspension, or other discipline.31

5. A person who makes a false statement of material fact32

on an application for a real estate broker’s or salesperson’s33

license, or who causes to be submitted, or has been a party to34

preparing or submitting any false application for such license,35
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may be denied a license by the commission on the grounds of the1

false statement or submission.2

9. An applicant for an initial real estate broker’s or3

salesperson’s license shall be subject to a national criminal4

history check through the federal bureau of investigation.5

The commission shall request the criminal history check and6

shall provide the applicant’s fingerprints to the department7

of public safety for submission through the state criminal8

history repository to the federal bureau of investigation.9

The applicant shall authorize release of the results of the10

criminal history check to the real estate commission. The11

applicant shall pay the actual cost of the fingerprinting and12

criminal history check, if any. Unless the criminal history13

check was completed within the two hundred ten calendar days14

prior to the date the license application is received by15

the real estate commission, the commission shall reject and16

return the application to the applicant. The commission shall17

process the application but hold delivery of the license until18

the background check is complete. The results of a criminal19

history check conducted pursuant to this subsection shall not20

be considered a public record under chapter 22.21

Sec. 9. Section 543B.16, Code 2017, is amended to read as22

follows:23

543B.16 Application forms.24

1. Every applicant for a real estate broker’s license25

shall apply in writing upon blanks prepared or furnished26

by the real estate commission. The real estate commission27

shall not require that a recent photograph of the applicant28

be attached to the application. The real estate commission29

shall not require an applicant to disclose criminal background30

information on the application except for a conviction of an31

offense described in section 543B.15, subsection 3.32

2. Every applicant for a license shall furnish information33

setting forth the applicant’s present mailing address, both of34

business and residence, a complete list of all former places35
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where the applicant may have been engaged in business for a1

period of sixty days or more, during the last five years,2

accounting for such entire period and electronic mail address.3

3. The commission shall prepare and furnish written4

application blanks for the salesperson’s license requesting5

information as the commission may require. The commission6

shall not require that a recent photograph of the applicant be7

attached to the application. The application Every applicant8

for the a salesperson’s license shall be accompanied by furnish9

a written statement by the designated broker whose service the10

applicant is about to enter recommending that the license be11

granted to the applicant.12

Sec. 10. Section 543B.19, Code 2017, is amended to read as13

follows:14

543B.19 License denied —— hearing.15

If the real estate commission, after an application in16

proper form has been filed with it the commission, accompanied17

by the proper fee, shall deny denies a license to the18

applicant, upon the applicant’s application applicant may apply19

in writing, and within a period of thirty days of such denial,20

and the applicant shall be entitled to a hearing as provided21

in section 543B.35.22

Sec. 11. Section 543B.20, Code 2017, is amended to read as23

follows:24

543B.20 Examination.25

Examinations for a license shall be given as often as deemed26

necessary by the real estate commission, but no less than one27

time per year. Each applicant for a license must pass an28

examination authorized by the commission and administered by29

the commission or persons designated by the commission. The30

examination shall be of scope and wording sufficient in the31

judgment of the commission to establish the competency of the32

applicant to act as a real estate broker or salesperson in a33

manner to protect the interests of the public. An examination34

for a real estate broker shall be of a more exacting nature35
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than that for a real estate salesperson and require higher1

standards of knowledge of real estate. The identity of the2

persons taking the examinations shall be concealed until after3

the examination has been graded. A person who fails to pass4

either examination once may immediately apply to take the next5

available examination. Thereafter, the applicant may take the6

examination at the discretion of the commission. An applicant7

who has failed either examination may request in writing8

information from the commission concerning the applicant’s9

examination grade and subject areas or questions which the10

applicant failed to answer correctly, except that if the11

commission administers a uniform, standardized examination, the12

commission is only required to provide the examination grade13

and other information concerning the applicant’s examination14

results which is available to the commission.15

Sec. 12. Section 543B.21, Code 2017, is amended to read as16

follows:17

543B.21 Nonresident license Out-of-state licensee ——18

reciprocity.19

A nonresident of this state person holding a valid and20

active license to engage in brokerage services in another21

state may be licensed as a real estate broker or a real estate22

salesperson in this state, upon complying with all requirements23

of law and with all the provisions and conditions of this24

chapter relative to resident brokers or salespersons and the25

filing by the applicant with the real estate commission of a26

certification from the state of original licensure signed by27

the duly qualified and authorized official or officials of that28

state that the applicant is there currently licensed, that no29

charges against the applicant are there pending, and that the30

applicant’s record in that state justifies the issuance of a31

license to the applicant in Iowa. The commission may waive32

the requirement of an examination in the case of a nonresident33

broker an out-of-state licensee who is licensed under the34

laws of a state having similar requirements and where similar35
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recognition and courtesies are extended to licensed real estate1

brokers and salespersons licensees of this state.2

Sec. 13. Section 543B.22, Code 2017, is amended to read as3

follows:4

543B.22 Nonresident’s Out-of-state licensee’s place of5

business.6

A nonresident An out-of-state licensee to whom a license7

is issued upon compliance with all the other requirements8

of law and provisions of this chapter, is not required to9

maintain a definite an active place of business within this10

state. Provided that However, the nonresident, if a broker,11

out-of-state licensee shall maintain an active place of12

business within the state of the nonresident’s domicile, and13

that the original licensure. The privilege of submitting a14

certification of licensure certified to by the qualified and15

authorized official or officials of the state of original16

licensure, in lieu of the recommendations and statements17

otherwise required, only applies to licensed real estate18

brokers and real estate salespersons of those states under the19

laws of which similar recognition and courtesies are extended20

to licensed real estate brokers and real estate salespersons21

licensees of this state.22

Sec. 14. Section 543B.23, Code 2017, is amended to read as23

follows:24

543B.23 Actions against nonresidents out-of-state licensees.25

Every nonresident out-of-state licensee applicant, before26

the issuance of a license in this state, shall file an27

irrevocable consent that suits and actions may be commenced28

against such applicant in the proper court of any county of29

this state in which a cause of action may arise, by the service30

of any process or pleadings authorized by the laws of this31

state on the chairperson of the real estate commission, said32

such consent stipulating and agreeing that such service of33

such process or pleadings on the commission shall be taken34

and held in all courts to be as valid and binding as if due35
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service had been made upon said the applicant within the state1

of Iowa. Said The instrument containing such consent shall be2

authenticated by the seal thereof of the out-of-state licensee,3

and if a corporation, or by the acknowledged signature of a4

member or officer thereof, if otherwise of the corporation.5

All such applications, except from individuals, shall be6

accompanied by a duly certified copy of the resolutions7

of the proper officers, or managing board, authorizing the8

proper officer to execute the same application. In case any9

process or pleadings mentioned in the case are served upon10

the commission it shall be by duplicate copies, one of which11

shall be filed in the office of the commission, and the other12

immediately forwarded by certified mail to the main office13

of the applicant against whom or which said such process or14

pleadings are directed.15

Sec. 15. Section 543B.24, Code 2017, is amended to read as16

543B.24 Custody of salesperson’s license.18

The A license of a real estate salesperson shall be delivered19

or mailed to the real estate broker brokerage by whom the real20

estate salesperson licensee is employed and shall be kept in21

the custody and control of the broker brokerage.22

“a”, within ten days of the conviction. Notification of a31

conviction for an offense which is classified as a felony shall32

result in the immediate suspension of a license pending the33

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EXPLANATION1

The inclusion of this explanation does not constitute agreement with2

the explanation’s substance by the members of the general assembly.3

This bill relates to real estate professionals and real4

estate disclosures.5

REAL ESTATE LICENSEES. The bill modifies several provisions6

in Code chapter 543B, dealing with the licensure of real estate7

brokers and salespersons.8

The bill changes references to “real estate broker”, “broker9

associate”, or “salesperson” throughout Code chapter 543B to10

“real estate licensee” or “licensee”.11

Code section 543B.1 prohibits a person from doing any act12

as a real estate broker or representing oneself as a licensee13

without obtaining a license. The bill changes the prohibition14

against doing any act as a real estate broker to a prohibition15

against doing any act constituting dealing in real estate.16

The bill removes the requirement that at least one member17

or officer of a licensed brokerage be a real estate broker and18

changes references to specified forms of business entities19

being granted a license to “brokerage” in Code section 543B.2.20

Current Code section 543B.3 defines “real estate broker” and21

lists the acts that a real estate broker engages in. The bill22

modifies this provision to include the same list of acts as23

the definition of “brokerage services”. The bill removes the24

definition of “brokerage services” in Code section 543B.5. The25

bill makes conforming changes to the use of this terminology26

in Code chapter 543B. The bill makes other changes to the27

definitions listed in Code section 543B.5.28

Code section 543B.15(3) prohibits an applicant convicted29

of certain offenses from being considered for licensure until30

certain time periods have elapsed. The bill provides that for31

an applicant convicted of an offense classified as a felony, or32

involving forgery, embezzlement, false pretenses, theft, arson,33

extortion, conspiracy to defraud, or other similar offense,34

or any other offense involving a criminal breach of fiduciary35
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duty, the applicant must wait five years. An applicant1

convicted of any other offense involving moral turpitude must2

wait one year. The bill provides that a copy of the record3

of an applicant’s conviction is conclusive evidence of the4

conviction.5

The bill prohibits the real estate commission from requiring6

an applicant to disclose criminal background information on7

an application except for a copy of conviction of certain8

prescribed offenses. The bill requires an application to9

include an applicant’s present mailing address and electronic10

mail address. A salesperson’s application must include11

a written statement from a designated broker. The bill12

eliminates an applicant’s ability to immediately apply to13

take the next available licensure examination after failing a14

licensure examination.15

Code section 543B.21 allows a nonresident to become licensed16

as a broker or salesperson in Iowa if certain conditions are17

met. The bill specifies that the person must hold a valid18

and active license to engage in brokerage services in another19

state. The bill changes “nonresident” to “out-of-state20

licensee” with respect to such persons.21

Code section 543B.24 requires a salesperson’s license22

to be delivered to the salesperson’s employing broker for23

custody. The bill broadens this to any license, and requires a24

license to be delivered to and in the custody of a licensee’s25

brokerage.26

The bill repeals Code section 543B.25, which requires a27

licensed broker to display their license in the broker’s place28

of business.29

Code section 543B.29(2) provides for the automatic30

suspension of a license granted by virtue of a person’s31

employment with a broker whose license is revoked. The bill32

amends this provision to provide that the revocation of a33

designated broker’s license automatically suspends a license34

granted to a person associated with the brokerage.35
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Code section 543B.29(4) provides that a license must be1

revoked following three violations of Code section 543B.29 or2

543B.34 within a five-year period. The bill changes this to a3

three-year period.4

Code section 543B.31 requires a licensed broker to maintain5

a place of business in this state and allows a broker to obtain6

a duplicate license for each additional branch office. The7

bill changes “broker” to “brokerage” and specifies that a8

brokerage may maintain more than one place of business in9

the state. The bill requires a brokerage to obtain a branch10

license, instead of a duplicate license, for each additional11

branch office.12

The bill allows a licensee to provide electronic13

notification to the real estate commission for a change to a14

licensee’s principal place of business location, as required15

in Code section 543B.32.16

Code section 543B.33 requires a broker to notify the17

real estate commission of any change of employment for a18

licensed salesperson and mail the salesperson’s license to19

the commission. The bill broadens this to include a change20

of employment or association for any licensee at a brokerage,21

and requires the designated broker to provide such notice.22

The bill allows the designated broker to send a copy of the23

licensee’s license, rather than the actual license, which can24

be delivered, mailed, or submitted electronically.25

The bill provides that the real estate commission may assess26

civil penalties against any person or entity for conducting27

investigations pursuant to Code section 543B.34.28

Code section 543B.46 requires a licensed broker to maintain29

a common trust account in a bank or other similar entity. The30

bill changes this to require a brokerage in the practice of31

depositing funds in a trust account to maintain a common trust32

account in such an entity. A brokerage not in the practice of33

depositing funds in a trust account is not required to do so.34

Code section 543B.53 provides that education requirements35
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for licensure as a salesperson do not apply to salespersons1

licensed on July 1, 1976, or to the issuance of new licenses2

to such salespersons upon renewal. The bill removes reference3

to salespersons licensed on July 1, 1976, providing that the4

education requirements do not apply to licensed salespersons5

seeking license renewal.6

Code section 543B.57 requires licensees to provide written7

agency disclosure statements when representing a party to8

a real estate transaction. The bill specifies that such9

disclosure must be made to a brokerage client prior to an offer10

being made or accepted. The bill removes the requirement for11

a disclosure to be signed by all parties prior to an offer12

being made or accepted. The bill provides that a seller may13

authorize the seller’s brokerage to disburse the brokerage’s14

compensation to other brokerages.15

The bill strikes Code section 543B.60A(3), which prohibits16

licensees from participating in certain conditional marketing17

plans. The bill also strikes Code section 543B.60A(9), which18

requires licensees to provide business referral disclosures.19

Code section 543B.62(3)(b) provides that a broker is20

responsible for supervising a salesperson or broker associate21

employed by or associated with the broker. The bill amends22

this paragraph to provide that a designated broker is23

responsible for a licensee employed by or associated with the24

brokerage.25

REAL ESTATE DISCLOSURES. The bill modifies provisions in26

Code chapter 558A, which requires real estate disclosures to be27

made before the transfer of certain real estate property.28

The bill defines “agent” in Code section 558A.1 to mean an29

individual designated by a transferee to accept delivery of30

a disclosure statement from a transferor. The bill changes31

the exemption to the definition of “transfer” for spouses32

or related persons to specify that the exemption applies to33

persons within the third degree of consanguinity or affinity.34

The bill allows a real estate disclosure statement to be35
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made by electronic delivery in addition to personal delivery,1

or by mail, and to the transferee’s agent in addition to the2

transferee.3

The bill removes the provision allowing a disclosure4

statement to include a report or written opinion by a qualified5

professional from Code section 558A.4(1)(b). The bill removes6

the limitation on liability for a qualified professional who7

submitted a report from Code section 558A.6.8

The bill strikes Code section 558A.4(2), which requires the9

transferor in an installment sales contract to provide certain10

disclosures. However, the language of Code section 558A.4(2)11

is incorporated into new Code section 558A.4A.12
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
